There 
is not an arrow or ball on them. They 
were given to os by the big captain who 
swears, (meaning Gen. Hurngy,) the 
chief with the gray beard. Tell our 
Great Father these things,“ In this 
etrain this man continued, and gave the 
Commission much treuble, but finally 
he came forward and eigaed the treaty 
by touchiag the pen six times—being 
once for each of the causes he had ar- 
rayed against the whites. One old chief 
who followed him, laugbiogly said: 
“Who is afraid to sign this paper? I 
will siga it with my feet and hands, both!” 
The paternal policy being pursned by 
the Government will not meet the ap- 
rebation of the people of the Territor- 
es, who have faith in extermination 
only. How far it may succeed in — 2 
ing present difficulties, it is impossible 
to determine. FOr my own part. I think 
the ‘Indians are treacherous, insincere, 
and will observe their treaty obligations 
no further than they are accompanied by 
ay. The drift of their speeches here 
been to comvey the impression that 
they are « much injured people; that the 
whites are constantly imposing upon 
them; that they are the owners of the 
soil, and that these treaty aarangements 
are dictated by fear. “What,” said 
White Hawk, a Brule chief. a few days 
age, what are you bere for? We did not 
send for you? You say you wish to make 
a treaty. We are here to listen, but 
action is quite another thing.” This 
expresses a common feeling. 


Sam Bowles on Mormonidom. 


The following is from one of Bowles’ 
letters about this place, published in the 
Springfield Republican. We give it, 
knowing it will prove as interesting as 
any leader which might occupy its place, 
just now: 


In many cases, Mormon wives not only 
support themselves and their children, 
but help to support their busbands. 
Thus a clerk, or a man with similar lim- 
ited inceme, who bas yielded to the fas- 
cinations and desires of three or four 
wemen, and married them all, makes bis 
home with No. 1, peihaps, and tbe rest 
live apart, each by herself, taking in 
sewing or wasbing, or engaging in other 
employment, to keep up her establisb- 
ment, and be no churge to her husband. 
He comes round once in a while to make 
her a visit, and then she sets out an extra 
table, and spends all ber accumulated 
earnings to make him as comfortabie 
aud herself as charming as possible, so 
that her fraction of the dear sainted man 
may be multiplied as much as possible. 
So the fellow, if he is lazy, and has turn- 
ed bis piety to the good account of get- 
ing smart wives, may really board around 
continually, and live in clover, at no 
nal expense but bis own clothing. 
o not this a divine institution indeed?
